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Better transport 
links for Hackney 

YOU may have recently heard about plans for Crossrail 2 
which could see huge improvements for public transport 
in Hackney and much awaited underground links to 
central London. The Council has been asked for views 
on which of the proposed routes would be best for the 
borough and we have backed a regional scheme as 
our preferred option. 

Transport for London (TfL) proposed ‘metro’ and ‘regional’ 
options and while both included a Crossrail 2 link for 
Dalston, the regional option offers more for residents. 

An additional branch would include Hackney Central 
station and improve travel to Tottenham Hale, the 
borough’s link to Stansted International Airport. 

Not only will the regional route bring an additional service 
to Hackney Central, it will also have up to 20 per cent 
more capacity on trains and could pave the way for 
improvements to existing stations. 

We have asked TfL to consider station development at 
Dalston Junction to allow an interchange with Dalston 
Kingsland and similar improvements at Hackney Central 
to link with Hackney Downs. 

We also support plans outlined in neighbouring 
Waltham Forest for an extra station in the Leabridge 
area, as well as additional stations outlined by Islington 
and Haringey councils. 

Crossrail 2 is a once in a lifetime transport project which 
could see new routes opened, journey times reduced and 
additional investment in Hackney. 

It’s essential that we look for the best deal for residents, 
which is why we have lent our support to the regional 
scheme and I would encourage all residents to take a look 
at TfL’s proposals and do the same.

Ridley Road food inspections 

THE Council’s environmental health team has continued 
its programme of routine inspections in and around 
Ridley Road, as part of a drive to stamp out the trade in 
illegal meat and combat food fraud. 

On 1 1 July, 1 4 food businesses were inspected, ranging 
from butchers to grocery shops. Health officers carried 
out thorough audits for traceability and ‘fitness’ of food 
for human consumption, which resulted in a number of 
carcasses being surrendered for disposal. Officers also 
took action to seize illegal or damaged foods, which 
included dried fish, grains, rice and flour. 

Further checks will be carried out in all Hackney’s 
markets and other businesses in the future.

reflects Melvyn Robinson, 
"... Nearly everything, I got 
it all wrong.” 

Aged 80, with six decades 
of painting behind him, it 
is only in the last couple 
of years that the Dalston 
resident has begun to 
show off his mountainous 
collection of works with 


real gusto. Most recently a 
‘partly autobiographical’ 
retrospective exhibition at 
the Art Pavillion gallery in 
Mile End, spanning his time 
growing up in Barnsley, 
his love of jazz, the 
influence of 1960s art 
minimalism, and living in 
Hackney for 40 years. 

“I’ve never been that 
good at promoting myself - 
actually I really should have 
done it more,” he chortles 


with contemplation. 
Melvyn’s paintings have 
been shown in the UK and 
Spain, and now - with the 
help of his daughter Rosetta 
- his audience is growing. 

“Being an artist is 
difficult. To be honest, I 
don’t quite know how I 
made it happen. Producing 
things has been quite a 
problem for me and I’m 
the sort of person that has 
abandoned or thrown 
away paintings. But in the 
last four years - where my 
work is becoming purely 


abstract - 1 think I’m finally 
beginning to get it right.” 

Looking back at his own 
work, Melvyn sees similar 
symmetrical themes return: 
“I’ve always been interested 
in geometry, but it surprises 
me how I keep gravitating 
towards it.” 

Although his abstract 
work displays a more 
obscure take on life, 
it’s his more real-life 
representations that will 
often capture the casual 
art lover - such as his 
watercolour ‘Football 


Fans’, which shows a group 
of friends walking towards 
a match, and ‘Snack Bar 1’, 
which depicts the scene at 
a lively Barnsley cafe. Each 
portrays warmth for its 
subjects and places. 

“These are all illustrations 
from my life largely created 
from memory. There’s a 
piece with a miner having 
a wash at home that I 
remember as a child before 
the Second World War and 
another of a pub I used to 
sneak into when I was an 
arts student,” he says. 

‘Academy of High 
Culture’ - one of Melvyn’s 
more abstract pieces - was 
made with hexagonal 
shapes and first seen in 
Hackney Museum as 
part of the ‘Mapping the 
Change’ exhibition, which 


sought to capture all the 
transformation of urban 
landscapes in the host 
boroughs for the London 
2012 Games. Melvyn’s 
painting focuses on urban 
renewal and is loosely 
based on a building on Well 
Street. 

He says: “Forty years 
ago the general feeling was 
that Hackney was rubbish, 
but there have been huge 
changes since. I had the 
idea of doing a block of 
flats; at the bottom are the 
dustbins and cardboard 
city, then higher Victorian 
houses, new builds and 
finally high-rise flats. I’m 
not sure whether that’s 
a positive or a negative, 
but the developments in 
architecture in Hackney 
are fantastic.” 

Melvyn’s interest in art 
developed after winning 
a school competition, 
and he went on to gain a 
scholarship to art school. 

“My father always 
wanted me to be an 
engineer, but he did support 
me,” he says. 

Melvyn went on to join 
a military band where he 
learnt trombone, became 
an art teacher, and joined 
popular traditional jazz 
band The Temperance 
Seven. And music still 
remains an important factor 
in Melvyn’s life. 

He says: “I don’t know 
if art influences music 
or music influences art. 
Though I’ve always liked 
the work of Paul Klee, and 
he was interested in this 
relationship - as well as 
being a very good violinist. 

“Where music does feed 
into art, the art becomes 
much more abstract. But 
it is something I’d like to 
do more, create music for 
current painters. You might 
find that a little 
bit crazy.” 

Melvyn is often asked 
about giving advice to 
upcoming artists. He says: 

“I can’t give anybody any 
advice - 1 don’t even know 
what to say about that. I 
can’t offer any advice to 
new people, they all know 
better than me.”

Q: With recent hot weather I was wondering if you had 
any eco-friendly tips for keeping cool? 


A: As the temperature rises it’s important that everyone 
keeps as cool as possible - and there are some simple 
steps to follow which don’t cost the earth: 

1 . Keep windows and doors closed during the hot part of 
the day to prevent your home from getting overheated. 
Open windows at night to help cool the house down. 

2. Close curtains and blinds during the day to create shade 
inside the house. 

3. If using an electric fan, make sure you place it by an 
open window to make it work more efficiently. Point the 
fan towards the room to bring cool air in. 

4. When out and about wear loose clothing and try not 
to go out in the hottest part of the day between 1 1 am 
and 3pm. 

5. Drink plenty of water and try to eat fresh salads or cold 
soups to save switching the oven on.

YOU know there’s something in the air 
when Hackney’s ‘Pitchfork’ reading, vintage 
bike riding population chooses to spend a 
sweltering July evening in church instead of 
camped out on London Fields. 

St John-at-Hackney has been steadily 
building a reputation as one of London’s 
most revered live music venues. And this 
summer’s St John Sessions are set to 
provide a soundtrack to a sun-soaked E5 
with appearances from William Bazinski, 
Actress and Tim Hecker. 

Tonight the spotlights are angled to project 
spellbinding silhouettes of Nils Frahm, the 
enigmatic young German composer, onto 
St John’s vaulted ceilings. Amidst dry ice, 
Frahm leaps between two pianos, one 


stripped open to reveal clanging hammers, 
and a classic Juno synthesizer on a 
raised stage in the middle of the room.

Rolled-up 
of jean and scruffy of hair, he apologises for 
the sweat pouring from his forehead and 
urges us to crack open beers at our will.

Peer facilitators graduate 

YOUNG ex-offenders have turned their lives around by 
using sports and arts to help others in Hackney. 

Over the last year, 1 2 local 1 6 to 24-year-olds, who have 
been in contact with the youth justice system, worked 
with the 2moro? project as peer facilitators to deliver an 
innovative education programme which involved over 
1 ,500 young people. 

The project was co-delivered with six peer facilitators 
from Immediate Theatre, a local performing arts charity, 
and six peer facilitators employed by the The Prince’s 
Trust, which helps disadvantaged young people develop 
the skills and confidence to move into work, education 
or training. 

A further 1 36 young people were involved in projects, 
which were monitored by Immediate Theatre, to see the 
positive impact they had on lives. The work, which was 
funded by Hackney Council and the European Union, 
promotes the theme of ‘making Hackney safer’ and 
explores positive choices for young people. 

The young people’s achievements were acknowledged 
with a graduation celebration at Hackney Picturehouse 
on 4 July, when they were presented with certificates 
from Speaker of Hackney, Cllr Michael Desmond.

worsened. He blamed the 
pressure of his work: ‘I don’t 
wonder at it, the work we 
have to do, and the weather 
we have had, it is enough to 
kill a horse’. But despite 
taking to his bed he 
deteriorated and died on 
the night of 25 January. 

A week later his wife, 

Ann, was arrested for the 
murder of her husband. She 
was brought to trial at the 
Old Bailey in March, where 
it was shown that James had 
died of arsenic poisoning 
and that Ann had bought 
arsenic just a week before 
her husband’s death, telling 
the chemist that she needed 
it to kill some rats. 

Ann claimed to have 
intended suicide herself and 
to have put the unlabelled 
packet in a cupboard where 
James had mistaken it 
for his usual indigestion 
medicine. The evidence was 
contradictory but Ann was 
found guilty and sentenced 
to death by hanging. 

However, the popular 
press claimed to have 
uncovered new evidence 
that cast doubt upon the 
verdict and were soon 
clamouring for a reprieve. 
Further medical opinion 
concurred that Ann’s story 
could be true and her 
sentence was commuted to 
transportation to live at Van 
Diemen’s Land, now known 
as Tasmania. Ann was 
never to see Pear Tree Place 


again, and following her 
headline-grabbing trial the 
little street went back to its 
former existence as a quiet, 
if picturesque, Clapton 
backwater. 

The next drama was not 
until 1929 when severe 
autumn gales damaged 
one of the timber houses 
so badly that it was 
condemned by the London 
County Council and 
subsequently demolished, 
with the exception of part 
of the front which remained 
as a sort of fence. Some 
of the wooden buildings 
had already been taken 
down, during which work 
a Charles II farthing was 
found in a crack between 
two floorboards. By 
1929, only one building 
remained on the south side 
of Pear Tree Court and that 
was described as hardly 
habitable, and both the 
Court and Pear Tree Place 
were demolished during 
slum clearance in 1933. 


O N the west 

side of Lower 
Clapton Road, 
between St 

James’ Church and The 
Fountain public house, 
once stood Pear Tree Court 
- entrance to the tiny Pear 
Tree Place - one of the 
oldest corners of Hackney. 

Clapton Pond acts as 
a useful landmark when 
looking at early maps to 
locate the area. The Court 
appears on John Roque’s 
1745 map of the parish, 
shown as a turning off 
the main road opposite 
the pond that comes to a 
junction with Back Lane 
(now Clarence Road). 

The road then curves 
away south west across 


Hackney Downs to join up 
with Shacklewell Lane. 

Back Lane was a well- 
used short cut from Clapton 
to central Hackney, and 
in the 1760s became a 
kind of early rat run for 
carriages wanting to avoid 
Lower Clapton Road. This 
became such a nuisance that 
Hackney vestry declared 
Back Lane to be a private 
road for the sole use of 
inhabitants of Hackney 
Downs and Shacklewell 
Lane. Posts were put up to 
enforce this, and remained 
in place for 70 years - until 
1 839 - when Hackney’s 
new Highways Board had 
them taken down. 

The residents of Lower 
Clapton Road were furious

- now they had traffic 
passing the backs of their 
homes as well as the fronts 

- and complained about 
noise and dust ‘that make 
the back parts of the houses 
scarcely habitable’ and 
that ‘the exposure of the 
gardens to the men riding 
in the different vehicles 
make it scarcely fit for the 
female part of the families 
to walk in them’. The posts 
were reinstated but then the 
Board was faced with legal 


action at Worship Street 
magistrates’ court over the 
matter. They lost the case 
and the posts were once 
again removed. 

Another court case 
resulted from the death of 
James Merritt of 4 Pear Tree 
Place in January 1850. A 
turncock employed by the 
East London Waterworks 
Company, James seemed 
at first to be suffering from 
the seasonal bad weather, 
but his condition soon

• 3 tablespoons red wine vinegar

• Cut the squid tube down the connecting tissue and scrape
